TRAINING CENTER TO BE ESTABLISHED 
The nation's first training program 
for paraprofessionals to serve the 
deaf is being established at East- 
field College of the Dallas County 
Junior College District, Texas. 
It is anticipated that the shortage 
of personnel trained to work with 
the deaf will create a demand for 
the students, who will receive a 
one-year certificate or a two-year 
associate of applied science degree. 
The program will enable graduates 
to qualify for positions as teacher's 
aides, media specialists, house parents, 


interpreters, and recreational assistants 
Et a oe educational settings.

A workshop fe for supervisory persons ot 
day classes for the hearing impaired in 
low socio-economic areas was held here 
_. Monday'and Tuesday, March 13 and 14. 

- The conference provided a forum for 
the exchange of ideas and opportunities 
to evaluate the needs for specialized 
information, materials, and programs to 
be used, by the participants in their 
schools. 

In addition, ‘the role that Gallaudet — 
College can fulfill in developing special : 
services which could be of assistance in 
day class programs was considered. 

Attending the workshop were: fifteen 
participants representing the states of 
Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, Kentucky, 

_ Mississippi, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Texas, Tennessee, Virginia, 
and West Virginia. They were joined by 
representatives from Gallaudet, the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare, and organizations serving the 
deaf. 

Dr. Howard Quigley, executive secretary 
of the Convention of American Instructors 
of the Deaf, delivered the keynote address. 


"SOCIAL WORK, A CAREER FOR THE DEAF PERSON” 

"Social Work, A Career for the Deaf 
Person," will be the topic of a panel 
discussion headed by Dorothy Polakoff on 
April 10 at the Professional Rehabili- 
taion Workers of the Adult Deaf conference 
to be held in Washington. 

In the past, the conference has empha- 
sized what the social worker can do for 
the deaf person. This year, as reflected 
in the panel discussion, the emphasis 
will be on the deaf person as a giver 
and not a receiver of services. 

With manpower as the theme of the 
conference, this discussion will provide 
an excellent opportunity to the pro- 
fessional persons present to see the 


importance of the deaf social worker as 
a manpower resource. 

Also participating on the panel will 
be: Mr. Curtis Hester, social work 
supervisor at St. Elizabeth's Hospital; 
Mrs. Barbara Stirling Willigan '71, 

a current employee of St. Elizabeth's 
Hospital; Mr. Gary Roberts '71, a grad- 
uate student at the University of 
Maryland School of Social Work and 
Community Planning; and Miss Marie Davis 
'72, the first placement from the pre- 
professional social work program at 

a school for the deaf. Marie will be 
working at MSSD next year. 


DID YOU KNOW?... 

..ethat the only psychiatric unit for 
the deaf located outside of the United 
States is in Preston, England. Estab- 
lished in 1968, the Department of 


-Psychiatry for the Deaf at Whittingham 


Hospital is presently serving 26 patients. 


.-ethat tentative plans are underway in 
Vancouver, Canada, to construct a 30 
unit apartment complex for any deaf or 
hard of hearing person age 58 or over. 


..ethat the Department of Labor is no 
longer requiring audiological testing 
as a part of its Occupational Safety 
and Health Law. 


..-that Lucy, a bright six year old chimp, 
is able to converse with her "parents", 
Dr. and Mrs. Temerlin. Washoe, a chimp 
in the same research program at the 
University of Oklahoma, has learned some 
200 signs.
